in CQ Magazine was several articles using a wobbulator, which 

was a sweep oscillator for sweeping the filter circuit, and one 
could use the scope to look at the if where the filter was located. 
When I worked in the 2-way field many years ago, GE used to provide 
a sweep modulator kit which was a filament transformer, couple of 
caps, resistor and this kit was driven with a signal generator and 
the signal after passing thru the sweep mod kit caused a dual trace 
output to the scope, and the filter input/output could then be aligned 
by overlaying the traces showing on the scope. The wobbulator 
provided the same type of alignment assistance.

A FM detector will decode AM using slope detection caused by the 
bandpass slopes on the IF Strip. 

If the signal is sufficiently strong, clipping occurs and that is 
desirable for FM capture effect. Most of that noise you hear when 
receiving weak signal is due to lack of hard clipping and has an AM 
Component.

>Does anyone know of a good (simple) circuit one can use to 
>measure/show the response of filters (L/C or Xtal) on an 
>oscilloscope. Doesn't have to be lab quality, just enough 
>to provide an education and "soldering" practice. 


There are two pieces to this puzzle: a source of RF, and 
a detector. 


For RF, it's hard to beat one of the Mini Circuits VCOs 


and a ramp generator. Any decent reference will provide 
circuits for sawtooth generators (I swear by Horowitz & 
Hill). If the output of the VCO isn't what you need, 

mix and filter it as needed. This is how they make sweep 
oscillators over very wide ranges, BTW: while an osci- 
llator that sweeps over 1 to 100 MHz is a pretty tough 
proposition, one that sweeps over (say) 1.0 to 1.1 GHz 
is easy. Mix with 999 MHz, low-pass filter, and you're 
done. 


Use lots of attenuation to provide a well-defined load. 
You're sweeping circuits whose impedances are weird. 
That's why you're sweeping them. :-) 


For a detector, while any RF detector will do, log 
amp chips are available, easy to use, and will give 
you output in dB. Use a "real" log amp like AD8307, 
or use the S meter output from an IF subsystem chip. 
Look at W7ZOI/K7TAU spectrum analyzer that was in 
QST a couple of years ago for a good discussion. It 
has a good ramp circuit too. 


You can build a logarithmic detector from discrete 
components if you want. PAOKSB published one in _ham 
radio_. S53MV had one in VHF Communications/UKW 
Berichte as part of a spectrum analyzer. YMMV. 


Take some care, and while it won't quite be lab quality, 
it will be awfully good. And great fun to play with.

I don't think your statement regarding the postal service forcing UPS and 
others to charge at least $5 more is correct. I suspect that this is hearsay 
and qualifies more as urban legend than fact. Just to convince myself, I 
used the websites for USPS and UPS to compare rates to deliver a 2-1b 
package (having dimensions of 8"x10"x6") from Colorado Springs to a small 
town in MN where my parents live. For UPS purposes I specified that the 
package would be picked up as part of their daily pickup (which was cheaper 


than bringing it to their customer counter) and was valued at $50. UPS also 
required that I specify whether the destination was a residential or 
business address, and I ran rates for each. 


Here is what I found: 


Residential Address Business Address 
USPS Priority (2 day) $3.95 $3.95 
USPS Parcel Post (4 day) $3.45 $3.45 
UPS Ground $6.45 $3.88 
UPS 3-day $7.09 $6.08 


Note that USPS does not guarantee 2 or 4 day delivery, but my own experience 
is that they usually achieve it or miss by only a day. 


Although this is only one example, it certainly doesn't show any evidence 
that UPS is forced to charge more money by the USPS. UPS ground and USPS 
parcel post cost about the same for business addresses. I think that in this 
instance the USPS has been unjustly criticized. 


Everyone is entitled to their own opinions, but I really get bothered when 
anyone gets flogged in a public forum without supporting facts. If you're 
going to bash, folks, at least be certain of your facts. Of course, in this 
instance there may indeed be facts to support your assertion, and I wouldn't 
be offended at all if they were brought to light.

What strikes me as odd is that 
UPS makes such a difference in their pricing for "business" vs. 
"residential". Also ask them about delivery in "rural" areas and you will 
find that it is quite often "best effort" in reality. Example, where we 
live the trucks only run "our route" twice a week, if your package arrives 
in time to be processed then great, otherwise you wait until the "next" 
truck runs your route. USPS Doesn't care about such stuff. 


I have also had UPS leave extremely dirty, greasy packages in my car (cost 
me $600 for a new leather seat in my 2001 Dodge pickup, they refused to pay, 
it was the driver and he was disciplined) on at least 4 occasions, rather 
than walk the 10 steps to the front door. UPS also left a $3K laptop next 
to the trash cans, all the while telling me it was delivered and signed for, 
this requiring going through agate and to the back yard to "hide" the 
package.
